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As  will  be  seen  by  the  foregoing  figures  there 
has  been  no  excessive  or  unusual  mortality  during 

1925. 

Cancer  has  again  decreased,  only  three  deaths 
being  notified. 

DEATH  RATE: — 11.8  is  very  satisfactory,  being 
below  that  for  England  and  Wales,  12.2,  and  also 
the  lowest  for  the  district  for  the  past  five  years. 

BIRTH  RATE: — 17.2  is  low  compared  with  the 
the  figure  for  England  and  Wales,  18  3.  It  must 
be  considered,  however,  that  the  figure  follows  a 
very  high  one,  viz.  :  26.3  in  1924. 

INFANT  MORTALITY  :— 57  is  very  satisfactory, 
it  is  below  that  for  England  and  Wales,  75,  and 
is  the  second  lowest  figure  for  the  last  five  years. 
Only  two  children  under  one  year  died  during 
1925  (both  legitimate).

There  has  been  no  specially  noteworthy  causes 
of  sickness  or  invalidity  in  the  district  during  the 
period  under  review  (except  an  outbreak  of  Diphtheria 
which  will  be  dealt  with  later). 
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HOSPITALS  AND  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS 
AVAILABLE  FOR  THE  DISTRICT. 

This  is  unchanged. 

There  is  a  Cottage  Hospital  near  the  town  of 
about  20  beds. 

Provision  for  Small  Pox  cases  is  provided  in  the 
Small  Pox  Hospital  at  Elmstone  near  Hardwicke. 

There  are  no  hosoitals  for  Infectious  diseases, 
Tuberculosis,  Maternity  Cases  or  Small  Pox. 

Two  nurses  are  available  in  the  town  for  Mid¬ 
wifery,  Tuberculosis  visiting  and  school  treatment. 

Pathological  and  Bacteriological  Examinations  can 
be  carried  out  at  the  laboratories  of  the  Bristol 
University. 

In  cases  where  it  is  impossible  to  satisfactorily 
isolate  infectious  cases,  permission  has  been  obtained 
to  remove  the  cases  either  to  Cirencester  Isolation 
Hospital  or  Stroud  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  Council  are  endeavouring  to  secure  some 
guaranteed  accommodation  for  their  infectious  cases. 

Tuberculosis  patients  are  admitted  to  Standish 
Sanatorium. 

The  public  Health  Staff  consists  of  a  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  a  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  chemical  work  is  carried  out  by  the  County 
Analyst.

WATER. 

There  is  an  excellent  supply,  not  plumbo-solvent, 
which  comes  from  the  Blue  Lias  Sands.  An  addi¬ 
tional  reservoir  is  being  built  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  added  area.  It  is  connected  to  all  the  houses  in 
the  old  area  and  will  shortly  be  laid  on  to  the  newly 
included  houses.  Six  new  connections  have  been 
made  with  the  public  supply. 

There  is  no  pollution  of  any  rivers  and  streams  in 
the  district. 


SEWERAGE. 

This  is  quite  efficient.  The  Sewage  is  treated 
by  filtration.  Water  Closets  are  in  use  throughout 
the  old  area,  with  the  exception  of  two  Privy  Vaults, 
and  two  buckets. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  time  the  newly  included  area 
will  be  sewered.  The  water  supply  is,  however,  being 
dealt  with  first.  (One  new  connection  has  been  made 
with  the  sewer). 

SCAVENGING. 

The  buckets  are  removed  twice  a  week  and 
conveyed  to  the  tip.  Some  slight  nuisance  has  been 
caused  in  the  last  year  owing  to  people,  chiefly 
children,  rummaging  in  the  tip.  This  has  been  dealt 
with.

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HOUSING. 

There  is  a  considerable  housing  shortage  in  the 
town,  due  rrainly  to  the  fact  that  until  the  boundary 
was  extended  (1st  April,  1925),  no  available  site 
existed  in  the  town.  No  new  houses  have  been 
built  for  the  past  three  years.  The  Council  have 
under  consideration  at  the  moment  a  housing  scheme, 
which  it  is  to  be  hoped  will  provide  houses  which 
can  be  let  at  a  low  rental.  Any  rent  above  6/-  per 
week  is  beyond  the  means  of  the  people  who  chiefly 
need  the  houses. 

The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  district 
is  good,  although  there  are  bad  areas,  notably  one 
street.  There,  and  indeed  throughout  the  town, 
permanent  improvement  can  only  be  achieved  by 
reconstruction.  The  buildings  generally  are  old  and 
reconstruction,  if  possible,  would  be  very  expensive. 

The  worst  buildings  should  undoubtedly  be 
demolished.

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MILK  SUPPLY. 

This  is  good.  Frequent  inspections  have  revealed 
no  serious  cause  for  complaint. 

The  Tuberculosis  Order  of  1 925  is  in  force  in 
the  district. 

MEAT. 

Notifications  of  slaughter  are  sent  on  all  occasions. 

Frequent  inspections  are  made  of  the  slaughter 
houses,  of  which  there  are  two  licensed  in  the  town. 

The  five  bakehouses  are  in  good  sanitary  con¬ 
dition. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  area  has  been  remarkably  free  from  Infec¬ 
tious  diseases  until  1 925  when  an  outbreak  of 
Diphtheria  occurred.

i  hese  figures  for  four  years  require  no  comment. 

I  he  first  case  of  Diphtheria  in  1 925  occurred  in 
a  school  boy.  It  is  strongly  suspected  that  the  in¬ 
fection  was  introduced  from  a  near-by  town.  27  cases 
in  all  occurred  (including  6  positive  throats).  There 
is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  the  disease  was  spread 
by  carriers  in  the  school. 
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Every  child  was  swabbed  and  six  positive  returns 
were  obtained.  The  School  was  disinfected  and  the 
water  supply  cut  off  for  drinking  purposes  while  the 
epidemic  prevailed,  in  order  that  any  risk  of  infection 
through  using  the  same  cup  might  be  avoided. 

Children  from  the  out-lying  districts  were  excluded. 

The  town  water  was  analysed  and  also  the  milk 
from  the  eight  purveyors  with  negative  results.  The 
epidemic  lasted  in  all  from  October  30th  till  Decem¬ 
ber  1 0th,  the  date  of  the  notification  of  the  last 
definite  case.  There  was  one  death. 

Seven  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Cirencester 
Isolation  Hospital,  and  two  into  the  Stroud  Isolation 
Hospital. 

It  is  extremely  awkward  and  dangerous  not  having 
any  isolation  accommodation  which  the  Local  Authority 
can  rely  on.  Cirencester  and  Stroud  Isolations  Hos¬ 
pitals  being  only  available  when  they  are  compara¬ 
tively  empty. 

Antitoxin  is  used  at  once  in  all  cases,  and  carrier 
cases  are  treated  as  if  they  had  the  disease.  Free 
antitoxin  is  supplied  to  necessitous  cases. 

Pathological  and  Bacteriological  specimens  are 
examined  at  Bristol  University. 

No  use  of  the  Schich,  or  Dick,  tests  in  Diphtheria 
or  Scarlet  Fever  has  yet  been  made. 

VACCINATION. 

A  most  pleasing  response  was  made  when  vac¬ 
cination  was  urged  during  the  Small  Pox  Epidemic 
in  S  923.  Since  then  vaccination  has  again  become 
unpopular. 
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INFLUENZA. 

Six  deaths  have  occurred  from  Influenza  in  the 
past  five  years.  No  special  enquiry  has  been  taken 
in  connection  with  this  disease. 

All  premises  where  a  case  of  notifiable  infectious 
disease  has  occurred  are  at  once  disinfected  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector.
